OF. Report -. 
On A Pilot 


Londan, Nov. 2. 

The 28-year-old ‘pilot of a. 
i British charter plane which 
crashed: in the Channel did not 
possess “the mental outlook or 
sense of responslbility essential 
at the ‘mako-up of’ an afrline 
pilot.” 


This was alleged at the first 
“day of o public Inquiry in Lon- 
don into the loss of a twin- 
engined Consul owned dy 
Morton Air Services, Ltd. Five 
pescneers and the pilot,. Cap~ 

Louris Page, were drowned 
after the crash. 


The two survivors, Mr B. H. 
Bowring, 34, of Woking, Surrey, 
and Mr I, D. ‘Chisholm, of Chip- 
ping Campden, *Gloucestershire, 
attended the hearing. The: ine 
quiry, which is being conducted 
by Commander N.A.J. Cohen, 
will hear 59 Crown witnesses 
and probably Inst a fortnight. 


Mr Stuart Bevan, appearing 
for the - Attorney-General, 
alleged that Captain Page join- 
ed Morton's only 14 days before 
making “his first and fast fatal 
fight with them.” 


Since thelr Consu} aireraft 
carried no wireless operators, 
he took a two-part examination 
for an operator’s licence five 
days after jolning—but failed. 
Next day he took the same test 
with a different examiner and 
passed. 

“There was only one hurdle 
left," sald Mr Bevan, -“He hot 
not flown 2 Consul recently and! 
had to take oa flying: test.” On 
June 3 Captain Page was cx- 
amined by’ one of Morton's 
pilots. = 

The character and stability of 
the pilot were vital in any 
assessment of his conduct In the 
course of the filght, sald Mr 
Bevan. Alleged character re- 
ports on Captain Page by 
former BEA flight captains 
Spoke of | “mental reactions 
ranging from brilliance to 
stupidity,” “unpredictable and 
erratic behaviour,” and of an 
“extreme capacity to irritate.” 

In. his four-hour opening 
summary of the circumstances 
of the crash, Mr Bevan stressed 
that the aircraft had . been in 
no way over-weight. Fallure of: 
the starboard engine had been 
the primary cause.
